Men Cry Peace 


President Eisenhower perceives a soften- 
ing of the Russian attitude over Berlin which 
he says permits hope for a peaceful settle- 
ment of the growing crisis there. 

Peace is the avowed goal of Western lead- 
ers and of political parties in power and out. 
The free world’s people desire it so ardently 
that they will give much, perhaps too much, 
to achieve it. For peace is a condition in the 
affairs of nations which permits the pursuit 
of happiness, rather than the pursuit of 
strength. Only in peace are the goals attain- 
able which men truly seek. 

Western leaders appear to believe that 
they must “make peace” with Russia. And 
Russia appears willing to cooperate, on cer- 
tain terms. 

Can this apparently sincere desire be 
suspect ? 

It seems to be a weakness of totalitarian 
systems that their leaders must publicly de- 
clare not only their goals but the means by 
which they intend to achieve them, no mat- 
ter how repugnant to the world community. 
And it appears equally to be a weakness of 
the free world—or at least most of its people 
—to ignore these public declarations. 

Witness the refusal in the West to pre- 
pare against the blueprint for war designed 
by Hitler: for the Third Reich in “Mein 
Kampf.” We should learn from him and 
others to look behind the boasts of modern 
totalitarians. 





“We want peace, peace, peace and once 
again peace,” said Russian Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev at Leipzig on 4 March. 

“Our seven-year plan—that is the most 
convincing proof of the peaceloving aims of 
the Soviet Union. Peace is needed by us, and 
we persistently and consistently struggle for 
it. The peoples of our planet aim for peace. 
That is why the peaceloving policy of the 
Soviet Union enjoys such deep respect and 
support in the world,” he said on 5 February 
to the XXI Congress of the Communist Party 
in Moscow. 

On 5 March he said that 27 May was not 
necessarily the deadline for the West to with- 
draw from Berlin. That could be delayed to 
27 June or even 27 July. 

Patience is a _ well-advertised Russian 
trait, but one that appears to be little under- 
stood by the West, particularly the United 
States. 

Patience is synonymous with the words 
spoken 29 years ago by an old-time Bolshevik 
who has successfully weathered every storm 
in Russia’s internal power politics, who has 
been in the inner circle, 2a Communist career 
diplomat and secretary of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Comintern. Dimitri Z. Manuil- 
sky spoke them in 1930 at the Lenin School 
of Political Warfare in Moscow: 

“War to the hilt between Communism and 
Capitalism is inevitable. Today, of course, we 
are not strong enough to attack. Our time 
will come in 20 or 30 vears. To win, we shall 
need the element of surprise. The bourgeois 
will have to be put to sleep. So we shall begin 
by launching the most spectacular peace 
movement on record. ‘There will be electri- 
fying overtures and unheard-of concessions. 
The Capitalistic countries, stupid and de- 
cadent, will rejoice to cooperate in their own 
destruction. They will leap at another chance 
to be friends. As soon as their guard is down, 


we shall smash them with our clenched fists.”

‘Defrosting’ E-7 Jobs 


By “SFC” 
Fort Rucker, Ala. 


This is written in reference to the pro- 
motion policy established by Department 
of the Army in “freezing” promotions to 
pay grade E-7 in certain PMOS’s. 

In this organization all allocations for 
promotions received from higher head- 
quarters read, “Appointments to tempor- 
ary E-7 will not be effected in the follow- 
ing MOS’s during current quarter; hence 
nominations for EM holding these PMOS’s 
not desired.” It lists all the MOS’s to 
which nomination for promotion is not 
desired. 

I realize that this “freeze” exists to pre- 
vent additional overages in MOS’s which 
are presently overstrength; but in doing 
this, I don’t believe consideration is given 
to the best qualified EM who accept the 
responsibility of top enlisted positions. Cer- 
tain EM are assigned to first sergeant and 
sergeant major positions, but are still in 
grade E-6 or lower because they hold a 
PMOS in which an overage exists; there- 
fore, they cannot be recommended for pro- 
motion, even though they are the best 
qualified EM in the organization, in these 
positions.

THE PMOS’S for most of these EM 
are necessary in order for them to be 
eligible for E-8 promotion, if they have 
time in grade as an E-7 (to which they can- 
not get promoted due to the overage of 
grade E-7s in these PMOS’s!). Therefore, 
action should be taken to reward these 
EM for their ability and willingness to 
accept this responsibility. Following is a 
recommended solution to this problem: 

Permit EM who have a “Y” or “X’” pre- 


fix to their PMOS, indicating that they are 
serving as first sergeant or sergeant ma- 
jor, to be eligible for nomination and/or 
recommended for promotion to the next 
higher pay grade, even if their PMOS falls 
into the “overage category.” 

Commanders have already indicated 
that the personnel in these positions are 
the best qualified to hold them, therefore, 
DA would know that the best qualified EM 
were being promoted. 

- ~ “ 

IF THIS SOLUTION is not acceptable, 
other measures could be taken to absorb 
the MOS overage in these areas. 


Personnel management teams from DA 
could query all EM whose PMOS falls into 
the average category to determine whether 
or not the EM is actually performing duties 
commensurate with his PMOS. For in- 
stance, if an EM possessing an “overage 
MOS” (or any MOS) is performing full 
time duty in the officers’ club, NCO elub, 
or as a golf pro, game warden, etc., the 
DA team should make certain that these 
men afe occupying a position listed on the 
organization’s current TD or TO&E in ac- 
cordance with their duty assignment. 

If this is not true, these men should be 
reclassified into the proper PMOS, even 
if new MOS’s have to be established. 

These positions have been, and will con- 
tinue to be, a part of any installation as 
long as there is an Army. 

As EM are reclassified and given prop- 
er PMOS for established duty positions, 
then the TD or TO&E of the organization 
concerned should be changed. In my opin- 
ion, such action would eliminate numer-

What's the W 
Of Contingency Act? 


ATLANTA: In a recent issue of 
Army Times there appeared an 
item relative to a study now being 
made by the Defense and Army 
Departments of proposed changes 
to the Contingency Option Act of 
1953, Public Law 239. 

After careful study of the pro- 
visions of this act at the time of its 
enactment, it was obvious that it 
was economically unsound for those 
of us who were retired to authorize 
deductions from our retired pay 
under the provisions of this law. 
However, since we wanted to pro- 
vide for some additional income to 
the small pension then provided 
for widows of servicemen, and be- 
cause we could not qualify, due to 
physical disqualifications, for ad- 
ditional insurance, we, in despera- 
tion, authorized deduction from our 
retired pay under this act. 

Since the enactment of~ Public 
Law 85-422, 1958, which provide for 
more liberal dependency and in- 
demnity compensation for widows 
of servicemen who die as result of 
disability incurred while in the 
service, the necessity is less urgent 
for the additional income to the 
pension now being provided. We 
feel that the deduction now being 
made from the retired pay under 
the provisions of the Contingency 
Option Act in the majority of cases 
of retired personnel, is actually im- 
posing a hardship, especially on 
those retired prior to the enact- 
ment of the 1958 pay act which 
provided for only a small increase 
while the cost of living progres- 
sively increases. 

The worst provisions of the act 
are those which provide that once 
the deductions have been author- 
ized they cannot be discontinued. 
Also that no refunds are ever made 
in the event no claims are ever 
made by a beneficiary. 

Any commercial insurance or an- 
nuity policy provides for a cer- 
tain percent of the premiums paid 
in will be refunded upon surrender 
of policy or in the event no claims 
are made against it:

The Great Debate 
Erupts in Senate

TT great debate, which threatens to split 
our country four different ways, has opened 
in Congress.- Although it has received little 
mention in the press, radio and television, this burning 
issue threatens to cause more disruption than such puny 
historic issues as slavery, states’ rights and the power

The issue is: what shall be our 
national flower? This may not seem 
like much of a thing to argue about, 
but the first half hour of debate in

women’s vote, a discussion of sex and 
booze, farm subsidies and a long list 
of similarly controversial subjects.

HORO of oratory, and they act as t 

beaches soon come to a vote. 

But after many years of covering Washington, I pre- 
dict the issue never will come to a vote. No Senator 
is brave enough to vete for one flower and thus alienate 
lovers of all other flowers. 

._ The Great Debate opened quietly in the Senate 
chamber immediately after the Senators discussed a 
message from the President and a statue to be erected 
to a lady doctor from Colorado. 

Sen. Gordon Allott (K., Colo.) was recognized by 
the chair, and in ringing tones, declared: “Mr. Presi- 
dent, in this hallowed Chamber, we are approaching a 
somewhat weedy situation. Various proposals for desig- 
nation of our national-flower are springing forth like 
shoots after a wet spring. They threaten to overrun 
other, even more vital issues...” 


Allott paid his respect to supporters of the corn 
tassel, and he added, “my admiration for the good taste 
of the advocates of the rose is equally great.” He said 
he has been injured by rose thorns, “but I bear the 
flower no malice.” 

But, Allott pointed out, five other countries use the 
rose as a national flower, including the one we had 
to fight to gain our freedom. “ ... in the spirit of 
Webster, Clay and Calhoun,” he said, “the spirit of 
amicable compromise, I offer for your consideration 
» +. the carnation.” 








There was a murmur of voices in the hallowed 
Chamber, but Allott kept talking. It is worn by both 
men and women, he declaimed, and the carnation “has 
no problems, no thorns, no foliage dropoff, virtually 


no allergic effects.” 


Raising his arms dramatically to the dome-shaped 
ceiling, Allott intoned: “Let us unite behind the carna- 
tion. Let us resolve-this floral tribute by forging the 


second ‘great compromise.’ ”

THE battle lines were drawn, 


Sen. Keating (R., N.Y.) counterattacked. He sup- 
ported the rose, which he said has been around this 
continent for 33 million years—‘“considerably longer 
Then Keating 


than this body has been in existence.” 
yielded the floor to Alicott. 


Allcott reminded the lawmakers ‘that the rose looks 
okay on a woman’s gown, but the carnation is impartial 
to sex. Men can wear it, he declared, “with confidence 
in its ruggedness, its fertility, its virility, its courage, 


and all the other attributes that go with it.” 


Keating threw a counterpunch by reminding the 
Senate that the rose is the national flower of several 
other countries. “ ... of all things we are seeking 
to accomplish in this world, one of the foremost is a 
closer relationship with our friends and allies. Per- 
haps the adoption of the rose . . . would tend to effect 
closer relationships.” 


A flank attack on the rose and carnation was executed 
by silver-tongued Sen. Everett Dirksen (R., Ill.), who 
favors the corn tassel. He pointed to the War of the 
Roses in English history and expressed the hope that 


the war would not be resumed. 


His ally, Sen. Bourke Hickenlooper (R., Iowa), rushed 
up in support. The corn tassel, he said, is a beautiful 
flower, and it represents food and the strength of our 
country. The carnation, he said, is “seen in profusion 


at funerals.” 

An advocate of roses, Sen, Richard Neuberger (D., 
Ore.), rose to his feet. He told his audience that his 
state grows more roses than any other and, unlike the 
corm tassel, “the rose does not need price supports 
to enable it to flourish.” 


The Congressional Record of 26 February reports 
that people in the Senate Chamber laughed at this point. 
. a 


SEN. Thruston Morton (R., Ky.) took the floor. He 
is a grass man, although he was wearing a carnation 
in his buttonhole as he spoke. He bears no malice to- 
ward the carnation, he declared, but “I have not been 
able to find that it makes any great contribution to the 
welfare of our nation or that it is essential to our eco- 


nomic survival in this troubled world.”

I had also learned that when there BOURJAILY 
is a problem, one passes it to the staff. Here, seven 
or eight levels down, a highly trained, skilled and ex- 

rienced officer works on the problem, for years. Then 
e is replaced by a new staff action officer just when 
he knows the problem fully, has learned all previous 
proposed solutions and is ready to develop his own. 
’ This new officer then spends his first two years 
reworking the problem, Finally, five years after the 
problem has been posed, he comes up with a solution. 

But this expert doesn’t propose a solution. He staffs 
his proposal. It is rewritten, changed, modified, re- 
worded, reworked, revised, compromised, concurred 
in, non-concurred in, adjusted, eliminated, nitpicked, 
edited, retyped, paraphrased—until it is signed by offi- 
cers in supervisory positions, each of whom is less 
informed than the man below him. 

And all the time, this solution is being described on 
summary sheets which become shorter and shorter as 
they approach the top. All along the way there are 
briefings, at which the boss is filled in by the next lower 
supervisor. 

As I say, I thought I knew how a major agency, like

the Department of Defense, was run—in such a way 
that the staff could always be cited as the source of a 
decision without ever pinpointing the individual (be- 
cause there is none) responsible for a decision. 

And now there seems to be still another technique 
to master. 


It came out at the hearings of the House Space 
committee the other day. It was trying to determine 
from Defense Secretary McElroy how he had concluded 
that now wasn’t the time to begin to buy immediate 
protection for the United States against ballistic missile 
attack. < 

The problem was: Should the Army be permitted to 
begin now (in September last year, actually) to buy 
components for the Zeus missile-killler which would 
take a long time to produce? 

Mr. McElroy took the accepted course. He appointed 
a committee. It consisted of three top-ranking scientists, 
all assumed to be experts in the field of missiles. 

After considerable study, the committee recommended 
by a ass to one vote, that the Army be permitted to go 
ahead. 

Not satisfied, Mr. McElroy took this issue to a com- 
mittee outside the Defense Department—the Presi- 
dent’s Science Advisory Committee, which reversed 
the findings of the special committee, which I must 
assume had on it men more competent in this field 
than the general committee of the President’s. 

As a result of this reversal, the Army was forbidden 
the funds it asked to go ahead with production.

THE TWO scientists who favored going ahead with 
Zeus were apparently relieved of further advisory duties. 
The lone dissenter, Dr. Herbert F. York, was promoted 
over the head of his boss to be Defense Department 
director of research and engineering. 

The Army has been ordered to go ahead “with top 
national priority” but to limit its spending to $400 
million for research, development and engineering only, 
with no production. 

And I am returning to my studies on how a govern- 
ment agency is run, sadder but wiser. In fact, I’ve al- 
ready got my text book for further study. 

But this confuses me, too. Should I concentrate on 
the first half or the second? “Alice in Wonderland” or

bene Berlin show-down date of May 27 is very 

near, with no sign of any easing-off of the 
critical situation. In Washington, many voices 
are beginning to be heard, calling for emergency meas- 
ures to increase our military power. Time is very short. 

What could be done? What meas- 
ures could be taken that would pro- 
duce a higher level of usable military 
power by May 27, if the orders were 
given now? 

The most important gains that 
could be made would result from 
calling up Reserve personnel, in two 
categories: 

First, individual reservists to fill 
out the ranks of regular units—almost 
all of which are under strength, in 
all the services. 

Second, complete Reserve units 
—_ be ordered into service and given intensive train- 

ng.

THESE ARE some of the detailed results that are 
possible. 


(1). Fill up the Strategic Air Command’s units to 
full manpower levels. This would greatly ease the strain 
of maintaining alert conditions. It might also begin to 
increase the percentage of aircraft availability by speed- 
ing up maintenance procedures. 

(2) The same could be done for the Tactical Air 
Command, the Air Defense Command and U:S. Air Forces 
in Europe. SAC and Europe should have priority, time- 
wise. 

(3) All troop units of the Seventh Army in Germany 
might be brought to full war strength. This would take 
very smooth, fast work—including air-lift of some per- 
sonnel. It is a hair-line possibility at that. 

(4) The troop units of the Strategic Army Corps at 
home could be brought to full strength and possibly 
moved to staging areas where they could be more quickly 
sent overseas if needed. 

(5) A call-up of Navy reservists would enable com- 
batant ships of the Atlantic Fleet and those in European

and Mediterranean waters to have 100% crews instead 
of 80% as at present. 

(6) Measures could be taken to produce the maxl- 
mum level of fighting power actually at sea during the 
latter part of May—in this regard, the attack aircraft 
carriers are of first importance because they represent 
nuclear striking bases whose location is uncertain from 
the enemy viewpoint and hence doubly restraining. 

(7) Anti-submarine units of the Naval Reserve (ships 
and air squadrons) could be called into service and 
their fighting readiness Mmcreased. 

(8) Stand-by airlift and sealift for moving additional 
forces to Europe could be provided to some extent. 
Whether the commercial dislocation of calling the Civil 
Air Fleet into service would be acceptable is, however, 
not easily answered at this time. 

(9) Readiness of Marine Corps units could also be 
lifted by a call-up of Reserve personnel.

THE FOREGOING represents about all that could 
be done effectively within the narrow time limit now 
available. 

A call-up of National Guard divisions is, of course, 
possible. The National Guard—especially the six divi- 
sions which have the highest personnel levels—can be 
sent into action much more quickly than ever before in 
history. 

But it may be doubted, even so, that any National 
Guard division could actually be landed in Europe before 
May 27, even if the call went out this afternoon. Such 
a call-up would, however, be an indication to the enemy 
of our determination, and as such might have a useful 
effect. 

Many —indeed most—of the foregoing measures 
would require the proclamation of an emergency by the 
President. This in itself is, of course, a most serious 
decision, the effect of which on the enemy and on our 
allies would have to be considered carefully. 

However the enemy does not hesitate to brandish his 
military power as a threat. It may be that such modest 
counter-brandishing as we can do could be a partial 
corrective to his enthusiasm, which seems to be based on 
a conviction that he has a military edge in all depart- 
ments.

After Man Orbits Earth, 
Moon Top Target 


N science, just as in politics, it is useful to 
do some “reappraisal” once in a while, 
just to see whéther an established idea is 
still valid in the light of new developments. Space 
travel ideas began with the wish to shoot to, or to 
travel, to the moon. And recently there have been 
several discussions in circles of rocket engineers 
whether our moon still is, or should be, target num- 
ber One. 

The answer, in my opinion, is “yes” and 

here are my reasons. The Govelopment ¢ ¢ the next 
few years are going to be that & ‘ 
a man will go into an orbit around 
the earth for a day or so and 
then return. This should be 
reality about two years from now. 
The next step could be that a 
ship in orbit makes contact with 
a re-fueling rocket in orbit and, 
after re-fueling, makes a loop 
around the moon with return into 
an orbit around the earth. This 
could be, say two years or so after 
the first orbital flight. 

After that comes the crucial point: should 
we, or should we not, try for a landing on the 
moon. A few scientists have gone on record 
that a landing on the moon would not do much 

ood. The moon is airless, the formations of the 
unar surface are rather well-known from photo- 
graphs (and will be even better known a few years 
from now by way of pictures taken from unmanned 


space vehicles and, in general, no important dis- 
covery jis likely to result from such a landing. 
* 7 * 

STATEMENTS like these have been largely 
prompted by the fact that a landing on our moon is 
not an easy task. A ship approaching the lunar sur- 
face would have to “kill” a speed of about two miles 
per second. Part of this speed is due to the gravita- 
tional pull of the moon, part of it to the movement 
of the moon in its orbit. These two miles per sec- 
nd could be reduced to zero only by rocket power. 
The fuel for this reductoin maneuver would have 
to be taken along and, of course, it would cost 
The fuel for this reduction maneuver would have 
to be carried to take off again, 

With all these complications, it has been said, 


why not try for a more interesting target: for ex- 
ample, one of the two tiny moons of Mars? We know 


nothing about them except that they exist and what 
orbits they describe around that planet. But they are 
tiny and will have no gravitational pull of their own

thousand miles from that mysterious planet and 
could certainly make all kinds of completely novel 
observations. 
All this is perfectly true, but now we come 
to the question of whether alming for one of the 
moons of Mars would be practical? Let’s look at the 
timing involved. A trip to Mars (or to one of its | So 
moons) cannot be started any day just because you 
happen to be ready. The planets must be in a certain 
= which does not repeat very often. The trip 
self would take 260 days. To put it bluntly: if some- 
thing minor went wrong with that expedition it 
would have to be given up as lost, The next time to 
go to Mars would be more than a year later and 
the rescue expedition would also need 260 days to 
get there. 

If the expedition went to our moon things 
would be very much different. In the first place one 
could go to our moon any day, At present the moon 
shots wait for a time—which comes once a month— 
when the aiming for that planet is especially easy. 
But it could be done any day, especially with a 
manned ship, 

The trip itself, depending on the orbit travelled, 
would take four or five days. If something minor went 
wrong with a moon expedition a rescue ship could 
be there in a week or less and probably could do 
some good, 

* . . 

THESE ARE the practical reasons for holding 
on to the original idea that our moon will be the 
first celestial body on which a landing will be 
tried. And although it is generally known to scien- 
tists what the lunar surface is like there are quite 
a number of mysteries that could be solved only by 
an expedition and direct investigation. 

Recently a Russian astronomer reported, with 
good evidence, that he had seen something like a 
volcanic eruption on the moon. Nobody doubts | 
that he saw something. The problem is was it a true | 
volcanic eruption or was it what is called a “gas 
outbreak,” the release of a sub-lunar pocket of gas, 
probably carbon dioxide, which threw a good deal 
of dust into the air? 

Of the older mysteries one might mention a 
crater called Linnaeus, after the famous Swedish 
natural historian. Right now Linnaeus is hard to find, 
but in the past astronomers used it as a reference 
point. Obviously it must have been well-defined then, 
What happened to it in the meantime? 

To sum up: our moon is still the first goal,

FORT CAMPBELL, Ky.— 
Problem: You suddenly en- 
counter a road block and while 
you’re trying to clear it, 
you’re attacked and one of 
your men is badly wounded. 

Problem: ‘Take a truck and its 
load across a bridge which won’t 
support both truck and load to- 
gether. Further difficulty: You 
can’t turn the truck around on the 
other side of the bridge. 

Problem: A man with vital in- 
formation has been left wounded 
and booby-trapped by the enemy. 
You are charged with getting the 
information back to your CP. 

The big problem: You are at- 
tending 10lst Abn. Div. Noncom- 
missioned Officers Academy and 
you have to pass the Combat 
Leaders Reaction Course. This 
course includes 16 problems like 
those above. 

In three of them, you lead’ three 
other men through. Four are lead- 
erless problems. You are graded 
On aggressiveness whether you 
come up with several courses of 
action and choose the best, wheth- 
er you put the course of action 
across to your men, whether the 
course you choose is lacking com- 
mon sense. 


. . . 

THE Combat Leaders Reaction 
Course was first designed for ROTC 
and OCS students. It has just 
been installed here under the su- 
pervision of Capt. Hugh Lynch, 
academy commandant, Ist Lt. Her- 
rol Skidnore, assistant comman- 
dant and Ist Lt. Nicholas B. 
Wilson, director of instruction. 

The idea is to face potential 
NCOs with unexpected situations 
and see what they can do. Al- 
though it helps, it is not neces- 
sary to come up with the best 
solution. But the solution the 
student chooses must have the 
elements of common sense, 

For instance, one student, faced 


with the booby-trapped wounded 
man with vital information, de- 
cided that the best solution was 
to tie a rope arofnd the man’s 
leg, get back a good distance and 
pull him off the mines. Results: 
Dead man, no information, poor 
grade. 
. . + 

EACH of the 16 stations takes 
15 minutes. Since there is some- 
thing new and unexpected at every 


station, the course is not only a 
challenge, it’s fun, The aggressors 
have fun too. Some of them must 
exhibit a degree of talent as 
actors. One man is required to 
go stark, raving made. The bobby- 
trapped man must give an almost 
Oscar-deserving performance. 

Grades in this course are only 
a part of all the tests to be passed 
before a man graduates from the 
NCO Academy. But the course 
promises to be one of the most 
provocative.

Katusas Have Long 
Proved Their Worth 


MUNICH: I fail to understand 
why you are trying to create such 
a stir about Katusa units at this 
late date. I personally know that 
such units existed prior to 1953. 

Katusa soldiers are members of 
the ROK army, hold ROK rank, 
draw ROK pay. 

In some cases they staff about 90- 


95% of an American TOE or TD 
battalion-size unit, the remaining 
5-10% being American officers 


and key NCOs, 

The units are American-equipped., 

In event it became desirable to 
turn the mission of the unit over 
to the ROK army, the unit would 
be able to assume the responsi- 
bilities by promoting ROK saldiers 
to positions formerly held by 
Americans.

I might mention that the Katusas, 
in general, were clean, industrious, 
capable of being trained, and 
were comparable to many of our 
United States troops in their per- 
sonal appearance and willingness 
to do menial tasks. 7 

As for competing for rank, ete., 
the Katusas were promoted and 
administered by the Korean army 
with coneurrence of the command- 
er of the unit to which they were 
assigned. 

I realize that there are many 
reasons why the Katusa program 
may not be considered an ideal solu- 
tion to our problems in Korea. But 
this is not a new program, and its 
results, over a period of time, have 
convinced many of us who served 
in Korea that its value to the 
United States has been considerable 
from two standpoints; first, through 
the use of Katusas to fill the ranks 
of United States units; and second, 
to help the Korean army to stand 
on its own feet. 

The Korean army, the fourth 
largest in the world, is patterned 
after ours in organization and will 
have to be depended upon to a great 
extent in any future Korean hostili- 
ties.

“to remove obstacles to traffic to 
and from Berlin, both on land and 
in the air” if the obstacles are put 
there.

Test Bunker 
At Huachuca 





here at the Army Electronic 
Proving Ground is a new artil- 
lery bunker located about 
eight miles from the main 

The bunker, which has been un- 
der construction for the past twe 
months, has been built to protect 
personnel and equipment against 
artillery explosion. 

The bunker is made up of three 
rooms and a hallway. The main 
room is 33 feet back into the ground 
from the steel retaining doors. The 
testing equipment is located in an- 
other room which is 12 feet by 18 
feet. This room has nine feet of 
reinforced concrete on the sides 
and roof with five feet of concrete 
on the floor. Allthis is reinforced 
on the inside with steel plating.

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HE political pulse of the world is throbbing to the beat of a song 
that was—and is—the favorite of two million free people in the 
Western sectors of Berlin. 

Each night, a slender beauty at the “Tingel Tange!” night club 
moves into the spotlight to sing this ballad which effectively depicts 
the crisis that is a reality in these tense days’of freedom versus slavery. 

It’s a story of romance between a West Berlin boy and an East 
Berlin girl. One Sunday, the boy decided he would take his camera 
on his date and get a picture of the girl to carry in his wallet. 

The boy took the subway to East Berlin and as he started through 
the station, the Communist police noticed his camera. They said he was 
a Western spy, put him in jail and threw away the key. 

The little girl in East Berlin is still waiting. 

It’s a sad song—one that clings to you for the rest of the night 
you spend seeing how a love of freedom affects people who live 
in daily fear that they may be forced to know slavery when the sun 
rises on some imminent tomorrow. 

The importance of this freedom is present in a tiny but brightly 
lighted shop where they sell steamingshashliks all night. This Berlin 
counterpart for the all-night hot dog stand exists only in the Western 
sectors—all is dark in the East. 

Freedom is appreciation, too. There is not another city in Europe 
where the sight of an Americn military uniform rates a smile and a 
friendly nod from almost every citizen walking the street. 

There’s a lot of fast living in a city of today where people aren’t 
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really certain if they will be able to have a free tomorrow to enjoy. 

The night clubs of Berlin surpass those of Paris and there isn’t 
a restaurant-in the Western Sectors that doesn’t provide finer 
food at better prices than are available anywhere in Europe. A 10- 
day vacation in Berlin will provide more fun per day and per dollar 
than you ever believed possible. 

And one of the marvels of this vacation wonderland—in fact, 
THE wonder that has probably had a lot of influence in Mr. Khrush- 
chev’s big, bad and bold threat—is the number of wide-eyed citizens 
of the Communist world who visit the city. They daily learn that 
it’s no crime to sit in a restaurant and discuss anything they like. 
They also quickly learn that this is a city where all things they have 
been told do not exist—except in the homes of the rich capitalists— 
do in fact exist in an everyday world. 

If you’re an American in Berlin, you'll find that half your 
evening on the town is spent explaining your way of life to these Com- 
munist vacationers, A sentimental postscript to your explanation is 
the total number of defectors deciding daily to stay in West Berlin 
rather than return to their slave-camp life in the East. 

Finally, Berlin is a city of intrigue. You'll find that everywhere 
you turn, acquaintances or guides will be pointing out people they de- 


scribe as “spies.” They aren’t, usually, but there’s something abouf™ = 


freedom that inspires intrigue. Ask those two million West Berliners 
if you don’t believe mel

But 
whereas explorations in the past 
have been on the surface of the 
earth, under the waters and a 
little ways into the atmosphere, 
the explorations of the future will 
be in the vast areas of space.”

The 1960 model year is to be 
one of big change for autos. In 
that year, one postwar era will 
come to an end, and another era 
will begin. 

In the new era for autos, the 
appeal will change. Cars will be- 
gin to be shortened, to be made 
lighter in weight, to become 
more economical to operate. 


The race for more and more 
horsepower in passenger cars 
ended more than a year ago. 
The competition to build longer 
and wider cars will end with 
1959. So will the race to get 
cars lower to the ground that 
has made it difficult to get into 
and out of them. 

Along with this will come a 
competitive race to remove the 
hump from the middle of car 
floors..

The auto makers now are con- 
centrating their attention on ways 
to cut down the consumption of 
gasoline. 

Auto companies notice this: In 
1957, of all the new cars sold, 
about 17 percent were equipped 
with 6-cylinder engines, The re- 
maining 83 percent were 8s. In 
1958, the proportion of 6s jumped 
to 23 percent. 

This year, factories have been 
unable to keep up with demand 
for the 6-cylinder-engine cars. The 
Ford Division of Ford Motor Com- 
pany has run its 6-cylinder-engine 
plant at capacity 6 days a week 
and, in addition, has imported 6s 
from Canada, while laying off 
workers at plants making the 
larger 8-cylinder engines.

END OF HUMP, The hump that 
runs through the floor of most 
American cars is the sore point 
with many car owners. Some com- 
plain that the hump, housing the 
transmission, and drive shaft, 
actually reduces a six-passenger 
car to one suitable only for four 
passengers.

LESS WEIGHT. Cars that weigh 
considerably less than the pres- 
ent-day models are now on the 
way. They are expected to range 
around 2,500 pounds or roughly 
one-third lighter than the lowest- 
priced models the Big Three com- 
panies are building now. 

This weight saving will come 
from more widespread use of 
aluminum in bodies, trim~* and 
engine, as well as from scaling 
down the size of parts.

PLANS WELL ALONG, The Big 
Three now are well along with 
plans to bring out completely 
new lines of smaller economy 
cars beginning in the autumn of 
1959. At least five of these cars 
will be offered U.S. auto buyers, 
joining the two smaller domes- 
tic makes, Rambler and Lark, 
that are already on the market. 

The first of these newcomers 
is expected to be a smaller car 
produced by Chevrolet. It will 
be ready for sale next autumn. 
A new economy car from Ford, 
and one from Chrysler’s- Ply- 
mouth Division, are due soon 
thereafter. 

Later, .perhaps well into 1960, 
General Motors is expected to 
bring’ out a second economy car, 
to be sold by its Buick, Oldsmo- 
bile and Pontiac dealers. 

Ford Motor Company also will 
bring out a second economy car, 
it is understood. This would be 
sold by its Mercury-Edsel-Lin- 
eoln dealers.

YOUR FAMILY’S HEALTH

WHEN a person sits or sleeps in a draft and 
awakens the next morning with a stiff, painful 
neck, it is generally understood that the muscles 
are inflamed. Some physicians disagree. To them, 
inflammation means bacterial invasion, and when a 
piece of the involved muscle is examined under 
the microscope, bacteria cannot be found. 
Whatever the cause, it still hurts and the best 
explanation is the vague unscientific excuse, “some 
biochemical change, as yet undemonstrable.” On 
the other hand, there are several diseases in which 
the muscles are affected in this way. 
” . 


A GENUINE MUSCLE infection may follow 
injury, especially when the wound is contaminated 
with streptococci or staphylococci. Chills, fever, 
localized pain and tenderness develop when pus 
accumulates in and around the muscular tissue. 
The antibiotics and surgical drainage bring the con- 
dition under control quickly. 

The most dreaded bacterial infection of the

muscle is caused by the micro-organisms that pro- 
duce gas gangrene. They thrive deep in the tissues 
where there is no oxygen and generate not only a 
gas but also a deadly toxin. In addition, the tissues 
become gangrenous. 

This disease is most likely to occur when deep 
wounds are contaminated by soil and debris con- 
taining the gas bacillus. The soldier is most suscep- 
tible. A preventive is available; the antibiotics, 
darger doses of antitoxin, and extensive surgery are 
needed after the disease gains a foothold.

Children’s 
Eyes Glued 
To TV Set? 


Q My wife and I feel that 
* our children spend too 
much time with TV. We know 
that all parents are faced with 
this problem, but is there any 
way we can limit their viewing 
time? What suggestions do you 
have? Sgt. A. F., Denver, Colo. 

A. Whether you look at this 
TV habit in the American home 
as a boon to busy mothers, or a 
hindrance to a child’s education, 
TV is here to stay and the habit 
doesn’t wear off. But now is as 
good a time as ever to learn to 
live with it. 

There is no use in complain- 
ing about the children’s addic- 
tion to television. The trick is to 
turn the habit into constructive 
channels, : 

There are plenty of entertain- 
ing programs done with imagina- 
tion and chock-full of informa- 
tion that the youngsters can 
carry away when the show is 
over, 

The whole family can get 
more out of television by look- 
ing at it less. Get every mem- 
ber of the family to decide in 
advance roughly how much time 
you and they can give to your 
set. Make it flexible—say 10 to 
15 hours a week, or seven to 10 
hours, or whatever you think is 
reasonable. 

List preferences. It’ is impos- 
sible to digest everything TV 
throws at you, so don’t try to 
consume the entire menu. Estab- 
lish preferences and de-empha- 
size everything else. 

When a program is over, talk 
about it. Get the family pros 
and cons. You will find this 
criticism is stimulating, provokes 
ideas and, most important, re- 
sults in elimination of programs 
that everyone concedes are just 
a waste of time.

Peggy was a dear friend of our 
household, and the memory of her 
came back vividly the other day 
when reading James Robertson’s 
book, “Young Children in Hospi- 
tals” (basic books, $3), for Peggy 
was not unusual. Her behavior fol- 
lowed a pattern. 

The pattern has three stages.

FUCHU, Jean Mort hobbies require very little space—a few albums, jars, esis 
drawer in the desk or perhaps a corner of the den. 
But such is not the case with one Air Force officer here whose hobby takes up 
part of the living room and kitchen, overflows into the bedroom—and soon will have 


to move outside. 


The hobbyist is Capt. James S. Appleby, Waco, Texas, maintenance officer with 


the 6091st Reconnaissance Squad- 
ron at Yokota Air Base near 
Tokyo, who is building a full-size 
airplane in his off-base quarters. 

The 34-year-old senior pilot, 
who has been interested in air- 
craft and aviation since his gram- 
mar school days, is building a 
German Fokker E-3, a single place 
mid-wing monoplane which was 
flown by such World War I greats 
as Count Immelmann. _ 

Working only during his spare 
time, Captain Appleby figures that 
it will take about three years to 
complete the plane, which will be 
powered by a 1916 LeRhone ro- 
tary engine now stored in the 
States. 

He has been working on the 
plane since May, 1958; some six 
months after his arrival in Japan, 
but spent nearly a year prior to 
that date on research, no simple 
task with an aircraft that is more 
than 40 years old. 

Building airplanes, though on 
a smaller scale, is nothing new to 
the captain. He built his first 
model plane in 1934, progressing 
through the years from rubber 
and gas-powered to radio-control- 
led aircraft. 

The Texan won his first model 
contest in 1939 when he took first 
place in a free flight event during 
a meet at Wanamassa, N.J., the 





home of his mother, Mrs. M..E. 
Appleby of 220 Appleby Dr. 

Captain Appleby also placed in 
several Air Force contests during 
his service career which dates 
back to July, 1943. In 1950, he 
won the Class “A” speed event 
at Lackland AFB, Texas, with a 
speed of nearly 120 miles an hour. 

Construction of the Fokker E-3, 
his first attempt at a full-size air- 
plane, is an outgrowth of his years 
of building models, but he re- 
ceived the real impetus on Armed 
Forces Day in 1956. 

During the observance at 
Hanscom Field, Bedford, Mass., 
J. C. Colepalen of Poughkeepsie, 
N.Y., put on a flying demonstra- 
tion of World War I aircraft. 

“He let me sit in the cockpit 
of his) French Spad, crank her up 
and play with the controls,” Cap- 
tain Appleby reminisced. 

“That was enough. I just had to 
have an antique plane of my own 
—and a few days later I owned 
my first rotary engine, a 1916 Le- 
Rhone built in the U.S. under 
French license by the, Union 
Switch & Signal Co. of Swissvale, 
Pa. 


“It took me three months to 
get it in running shape.”

A TRULY _ sensational record is Mercury’s stereo re-recording of its 

1812 Overture by Tchaikovsky (SR-90054, $5.95). Many hi-fi 
addicts will recall Mercury’s other remarkable recording of this piece 
in 1954. In the new reading, Mercury again uses Antal Dorati and the 
Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra — plus an 18th Century cannon from 
West Point’s Museum and the famed carillon of the Riverside Church 
in New York. Beyond doubt, this sort of thing lends itself very well 
to stereo. The result is an unusually effective performance in all 
ways — and from all directions. 

In an entirely different class is another stereo disc — Sylvia Mar- 
lowe playing harpsichord selections (Decca 710001, $5.98). Though 
the stereophony is not nearly as apparent, the record is excellent, 
although it would probably be nearly as effective in single-channel 
sound. Miss Marlowe, whose activities at the harpsichord have ranged 
from Bach to boogie-woogie, is a fine performer. Here, she plays 
Haydn’s Sonata No. 37 in D Major, Mozart’s Sonata in C Major, K.545, 
and several pleasant items by Handel, Byrd, Purcell, Rameau, Couperin, 
Daquin, Haieff, and McPhee.

HA™P. meaning Lionel Hampton, one of the 
greatest jazz musicians in the world, isn’t the 

only Hamp of concern to the jazz world. Pianist 

Hampton (Hamp) also deserves recognition. 

The younger Hamp’s newest LP finds him 
working with three top-rank pros, guitarist Bar- 
ney Kessel, bassman Red Mitchell and drummer 
Shelley Manne. The set is called “Hampton 
Hawes: Four!” (Contemporary 3553) and is easily 
spotted in a record store because of the pun- 
inspired cover picture which finds io four musi- 
cians attempting to look like golfe (All four 
wx: actually break par musically, but 
& judging from the cover none 
— would crack 100 on the golf 
- course.)

Hawes is most impressive, to my.mind, on the 
ballad “Like Someone In Love,” which indicates 
that Hawes is an unusual kind of “modern” pian- 
ist — one who can actually play the piano, mean- 
ing with both hands. 

Speaking generally of Hamp’s playing, how- 
ever, I find that it still suffers from what might 
be called simply a lack of experience. I suspect 
that Hawes has been playing the same tunes the 
same way with the same “style” musicians for 
too long. 

Although far better than most, Hawes — now 


30 years old — seems typical of so many “modern” 
piano players who play the blues progression, 
the rhythm progression, bop riffs, and a mere 
handful of standards over and over again. Too 
many songs they simply don’t know. 

A case in point is “Love Is Just Around the 
Corner” on this album. Hawes is faking here, 
not improvis- 
ing. It may be 
an old - fash. 
ioned idea, but 
I'd say it’s nec- 
essary to know 
the melody of 
a song includ- 
ing the bridge 
—and not mere- 
ly the chord 
progression — 
before you can 
successfully im- 
provise upon 
it. Improvisa- 
tion and faking 
may be allied, 
but they are two 
2ntirely differ- 
ent things. bithe 

Comparisons may be odious, but, I find the 
contrast between experienced pianists, such as 
Hank Jones and Jimmy Rowles, and more frequent- 
ly recorded pianists,*such as Hawes, enormous.

A. If you are an accurate and speedy 
typist, chances are good that you'll make 
a go of it—but you'll also need a really good 
typewriter. The reason is that sloppy and 
late jobs will run you out of business fast. 

For the fundamentals in setting up your 
business, you'll first want-to mentally can- 
vass your town with this question in mind: 
Who needs typing done on the outside? 

You’ll find these answers and a lot more, 
Stores often need advertising matter ad- 
dressed or form letters personalized with a typed 
greeting and address. Dentists send out reminders 
when it is time for patients to come in for check- 
ups. Doctors’ offices often get behind in sending out 


bills. A law firm in the middle of a big case may 
need an extra copier. 

Architects want specifications typed up neatly 
to impress customers. College professors write 
theses and articles and want them typed. Min- 
isters sometimes dislike typing their own ser- 
mons. Restaurants must have fresh menus every 
day.

EARLY 700,000 Americans will 
converge on Europe this year, 
according to the American Ex 
ess Travel Survey and Forecast 
br March. For its annual pre- 
ction on European travel trends, 
the travel agency polled its offices 
in 36 key tourist centers in Europe 
and 65 sales offices in the United 
States and Canada.

Trailer Newspaper Earns Cash 


Army Times will print letters from 
service wives telling how they have earned 
money in their spare time. We will pay $25 
for each letter printed. 

Just tell how you conducted a business, 


devised a service or employed a skill to 
earn extra cash to supplement the family 


I SOLVED the problem of earning extra money 

by starting a newspaper. For a long time I 
debated whether to go out and get a job. That 
meant hiring a babysitter for our son. When I 
found that I was pregnant again, I knew I couldn’t 
possibly find a job, yet we needed more money 
than ever to take care of the new baby. So I 
started a newspaper. 

The paper is a four-page mimeographed week- 
ly. I pay a neighbor boy $1 to distribute it free 
from door to door in the trailer park where I live, 
and in another trailer park a block away. The 
paper is distributed to about 125 families. 

My expenses are small. I am renting a mimeo- 
graphing machine with an option to buy it, and 
I am using an ancient typewriter that my husband 
had when he was in school. I have had to buy 
mimeograph stencils, a stapler, staples, correction 
fluid, type cleaner and mimeograph paper. 

You may wonder how I can make any money 
if the paper is distributed free. The answer is 
simple. I sell advertising space to local businesses. 
My advertisers include a super market, a trailer 
dealer, a fuel oil dealer and a hardware store. 
I also sell classified ads to the people in the two 
trailer parks. 

I sell ads by the week, by the month and for 
six-month periods. I never take two advertisers in 
the same business. For example, the fuel oil 
dealer, the propane dealer and the trailer dealer 
all want their ads to run as long as I put out a 
paper. I have promised them that while their 
ads run I will not accept advertising from any 
other fuel oil dealer, propane dealer or trailer 
dealer. They seem to like the opportunity of 
getting an exclusive ad. 

I intend to expand the paper to cover all the 
trailer parks in the city. This will mean more 
work in getting the news, and it will cost more to 
put the paper out. I will have to drive my delivery 
boy from park to park each week, and I will have 
to raise his pay from $1 to $5 a week. However, 
the paper will be more interesting reading with 
news from trailerists all over the city, and with 
a much larger circulation, I will be able to raise 
the advertising rates and get more advertisers, too. 

Following are some of the items that make 
news in my paper: 

Social doings within the trailer park, such as 
picnics, potlucks, bingo, dances, baby showers, 
birthday parties, meetings of Girl and Boy Scouts,

garden clubs, card clubs, new residents in the 
court, residents who have moved, new 
weddings, engagements, illnesses, accidents, hon- 
ors (school or club honors won by children), pro- 
motions of service men, etc. 

Other features include a recipe of the week, 
household hints, a cartoon, editorial, letters to 
the editor,.factual articles of interest and the 
“family of the week” feature. The last is an inter- 
view with one of the families living in the court. 


News gathering, particularly when you have ° 


to cover a large area, is s sas gree if you have a 
telephone and mimeographed forms for different 
types of news items. Enlist the owners of the 
trailer park as volunteer reporters. Most of them 
will be glad to do it because you are giving their 
park a free valuable service. 

Call them regularly to ask for news, and leave 
a batch of news forms for them to fill out. When 
you deliver the paper, pick up any filled out 
forms and leave new forms. These can be ques- 
tionnaires with spaces left for answers. 

I head the form with the name of the paper, 
my address, telephone number and the type of 
news form it is. If, for example, it is a New 
Resident Report, I have listed the following ques- 
tions: name of the trailer park, trailer space num- 
ber, husband’s name and rank (if any), wife’s 
name, husband’s job, wife’s job (if any), name, 
age and sex of each-child, type of trailer (length, 
brand name, etc.), other trailers lived in (if any), 
former place of residence, length of time the 
family expects to live in this city and a place 
for remarks. 

I have similar questionnaires for other types 
of news items. These questionnaires make it much 
easier for the park owner to get all the news for 
you. 

A small newspaper like this need not be limited 
to trailer parks. You. could run such a paper for 
a large apartment house, for a small suburb or 
for other small self-contained housing areas. I 
distribute my paper free, but you could sell sub- 
scriptions for additional revenue. 

In addition to earning extra money in a pleas- 
ant way, you'll find that being editor and publisher 
of your own small newspaper will make you a big 
frog in a little pond. You'll find that you are 
suddenly a small-time celebrity and a society 
leader.

HAT old piece of driftwood that has been sitting around 


collecting dust, can be put to use as an attractive center- 
piece! Rub the wood with a paste wax, applying a thin coat 
each time and polishing thoroughly to build up a beautiful, 
smooth finish.

“The Soviet Crucible” explores the impact of Marxist-Leninist 
theory and the Tsarist heritage on Soviet policies. Starting with the 
formative years of the Bolshevik revolution, going through the Stalin- 
ist era and into the contemporary Soviet system under Khrushchev, the 
book takes up the major Soviet political, economic and social questions.
